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SUBJECT: Approve negotiation and execution of a contract AUSTIN INDEPENDENT SCHOOL
DISTRICT (AISD) for the provision of transportation services for students participating in the Earth
Camp program for the Fiscal Year 2005-2006 in an estimated amount of $13,000; and to include two
additional one-year extension options for Fiscal Year 2006-2007 for $13,650 and Fiscal Year 2007-2008
for $14,333, for a total contract not to exceed $40,930.

This agreement in the estimated annual amount of $13,000 will continue Earth Camp transportation
services that have been provided by AISD for the past seven (7) years. The service is provided by AISD
using their school buses and will be billed at a rate of approximately $15.00 per hour for locations within
AISD district boundaries, and at a rate of approximately $15.00 per hour plus $1.25 per mile for locations
outside of AISD district boundaries.

Earth Camp students will be transported between their schools and various Earth Camp sites throughout
the City for twenty-hours per week for twenty-five weeks. Earth Camp sites to be visited include Blunn
Creek Nature Preserve, Bull Creek Preserve, Walnut Creek Metro Park, St. Edwards Park, McKinney
Falls State Park, Lady Bird Johnson Wildflower Center, Barton Springs, and the Green Classroom at
Becker Elementary School.

This fnterfocat Agreement {'Agreemenf) Is made and between the Austin Independent School District
hereinafter referred to as 'AJSD". and the City of Austin, Texas, a home-rute municipality and pofiticat
subdivision of the State of Texas, acting by and through tts duiy authorized City Manager, or deslgnee,
hereinafter referred to as "the Cfty*"

WITNESSETH:

WHEREAS. AISD and the Cfty are authorized to tnter into this Agreement purauarrt to the proviston of
the Intertocal cooperation Act, Texas Government Code Section 791.001 «t *eq.; and

WHEREAS, Earth Camp te a Ctty program which provides a hands-on, outdoor environmental
classroom for elementary school students; and

WHEREAS, the Cfty wishes to purchase transportation services from AISD to provide transportation of
AISD Earth Camp students between ihelr home school and various Earth Camp sties throughout the Cfty;

NOW, THEREFORE, AISD and the City agree as follows:

I. OBLIGATIONS OF AISD

A. AISD agrees to provide transportation services to the Ctty for Earth Camp students at a rate of
(15.00 an hour wfth no mileage charge for travel for use within AISD dbtrict boundaries, end
$16.00 per hour wfth a $125 per mfle charge lor travel outside AISD district boundaries si
accordance wfth Exhibit *A* (tentative schedule) attached hereto and Incorporated herein for all
purposes.

B. AISD shall appoint one (1) staff person to act as the single point of contact for coordinating
transportation needs, hereinafter referred to as "SPOC". with the City. SPOC shall possess
decision-making authority.

C. AISO shartftjmish the Cfty evidence of thdr self-Insured status. This may be In the form of a tetter
on te letterhead. For this purpose, the City's mailing address shafl be:

IL OBLIGATIONS OF THE CTTY

A. In exchange lor the transportation cervices, the Ctty agrees to pay AISD an amount not to txceed
$13,000 based on actual usage of bus service at the rate of $16.00 an hour for use within AISD
district boundaries. An annual increase of five percent (6%) may be allowed for each subsequent
year extension for a not to exceed amount of $13,650 for fiscal year 2006-2007 and a not to
exceed amount of $14.333 for fiscal year 2007-2008.



B. At least one (1) week prtor to each week's services, the City's Earth Camp Director wtti inform the
SPOC of all scheduling arrangements, l.e., designated schools and Earth Camp sites, for each
week of service. City enall notify the SPOC of changes and cancellations by 2:45 p m, CST of the
day before service Is to be performed, unless timeliness of change or cancellation Is unavoidable
(e.g., weather-related or other emergency situation.)

m. TERM, TERMINATION

A. This Agreement shall take effect upon full execution (on or about August 15, 2005), and expire
August 15,2006, unless previously terminated pursuant to Section III B of this Agreement This
Agreement may be extended for two (2) additional twelve (12) month extension periods, subject to
the approval of A1SD and the Ctty Manager or dcsignee.

B. If efther party defaults In the performance of any of the terms or conditions of this Agreement, the
defaulting party shall have thirty (30) days after receipt of written notice of the default within which
to cure the default If the default is not cured within such period of time, then the offending party
shad have the right without further notice to terminate this Agreement

fV. PAYMENT FDR SERVICES

A AISO wfll Invoice the City on a monthly basis for an transportation services provided during the
proceeding month. The monthly Invoice shall be paid by the City no later than thirty (30) days
after receipt of Invoice.

8. If Earth Camp Is canceBed efter the effective date of ths Agreement, or any of its extensions, the
Cfty will notify AJSD immediately. In such case, AISD will be paid for (1) transportation sen/Ices
actually provided before notice of cancellation, and (2) costs Incurred by AISD under this
Agreement After the effective data of the Agreement but before notice of cancellation, which are
non-refundable, end which AISD has paid, or Is obligated to pay.

V. MISCELLANEOUS

A. Severabffifr. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of this Agreement b fef any
reason held to be unconstitutional, void, or invalid, the validity of the remaining portions of the
Agreement shall not be affected thereby. It Is the intent of the parties signing this Agreement that



B. law and Venue. This Agreement shan be governed by the laws of the State of Texas. The
obligations under this Agreement are performabte In Travte County, Texas, It to expressly
understood that any lawsuits or litigation arising out of or relating to this Agreement will take place
in Travis County, Texas.

. Amendment or Modification. This Agreement may not be altered, amended, or
modified except in writing, approved by the Chief Operating Officer of AISD and the City Manager
of the City of Austin.

D. Entire Agreement. This Agreement constitutes the entire Agreement between the Ctty and AISD.
No other agreement, statement or promise relating to the subject matter of this Agreement which
Is not contained In this Agreement is valid or binding.

E. Notice. Notices of either party shall be in writing, and may be either hand delivered or Rent by
certified or registered mail, postage paid, return receipt requested. If sent to the parties at the
address designated herein, notice shall be deemed effective upon receipt in the case of hand
delivery and three (3) days after deposit In the U.S. Man fn case of mailing. The address of the
Ctty for an purposes, except those listed above, shall be:
